MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Walsall. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health,  mortality  and  general  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough,  together  with  full  statistical 
details  for  the  year  1909. 

The  death  rate  is  14*27  per  thousand  of  the  population^ 
last  year  it  was  14*78  while  the  average  for  the  last  ten 
years  is  16*95, 

The  birth  rate  has  declined  from  29*54  in  1908  to  28*08 
this  year.  There  is  also  a  decrease  in  the  marriage  rate  to 
9*38  this  year,  compared  with  a  rate  of  14*2  in  1908. 

Infantile  mortality  shews  a  slight  decrease,  with  a  rate 
per  thousand  births  of  136*80  against  a  rate  of  147*80  in 
the  preceding  year. 
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The  Zymotic  death  rate  also  shews  a  decrease  from 
2  09  last  year  to  a  rate  of  1  *59  this  year. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  has 
decreased  from  771  in  1908  to  565  reported  during  this 
year. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas, 
Diarrhoea  and  Whooping  Cough,  a  slight  increase  in  the 
deaths  from  Alcoholism  and  Puerperal  Fever,  and  an 
increase  of  20  in  the  deaths  from  Cancer,  81  being  recorded 
this  year  as  compared  with  61  in  1908. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  resulting  in  43 
deaths  being  recorded  from  the  month  of  April  to  the 
month  of  September,  the  highest  number  of  deaths  taking 
place  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  The  deaths  were 
principally  among  children  under  5  years  of  age,  39  dying 
from  this  disease  under  that  age. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
giving  an  account  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  has  been  added  to 
this  Report. 

Walsall  is  considered  a  bracing  and  fairly  healthy  town, 
has  an  area  of  7,358  acres,  and  stands  538  feet  above  the 
sea  level  at  its  highest  point.  It  is  a  manufacturing  town, 
Saddlery  being  its  staple  trade,  but  there  are  also  a  variety 
of  other  trades  carried  on,  including  Tube  Making,  the 
manufacture  of  Iron,  Silver  Plating,  Casting  Shops  and  the 
Clothing  Trade.  In  common  with  other  towns,  it  has 
suffered  from  the  general  depression  in  trade,  but  there  are 
now  signs  that  ere  long  an  improvement  in  this  respect 
will  take  place. 
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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Excepting  in  some  of  the  old  parts  of  the  Borough, 
where  the  streets  are  narrow  and  the  ventilation  inadequate, 
the  houses  for  the  working  classes  are  on  the  whole  good. 
We  have  several  suburbs  of  working  class  houses  in  which 
each  house  has  its  own  garden  and  where  there  is  also  a 
sufficiency  of  open  spaces. 

During  this  year  by  the  demolition  of  insanitary  houses, 
open  spaces  have  been  made  in  Pool  Street,  Bank  Street, 
Bott  Lane,  Peal  Street,  Church  Street  and  New  Street. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  three  or  four  roomed 
houses  in  Courts  to  which  special  attention  is  being  given. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Walsall  is  amply  supplied  with  water  by  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company.  The  water  is 
wholesome  deep  well  water,  collected  in  large  reservoirs 
and  conveyed  to  the  town  in  metal  pipes.  Samples  of  the 
water  are  taken  by  the  Health  Department  once  in  each 
month  and  sent  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  analysis,  and 
in  every  instance  he  was  able  to  certify  the  samples  as 
being  fit  for  drinking  purposes.

1019. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  for 
the  year  was  2,792,  of  which  1,372  were  males  and  1420 
females.  This  gives  us  a  rate  of  28-08,  a  decrease  on  that 
of  last  year  when  we  had  2,889  births,  with  a  rate  of  29*54 

One  hundred  and  eleven  of  these  births  were 
illegitimate,  60  males  and  51  females. 

The  average  birth  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  is  32-40.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
1,448,  giving  a  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  14*56, 
a  decrease  on  last  year,  when  we  had  1,477  deaths  with  a 
rate  of  1510.  The  corrected  number  of  deaths  is  1,419 
with  a  rate  per  thousand  of  14*27.  The  average  death  rate 
for  the  last  ten  years  is  16*95. 

The  death  rate  of  the  76  great  towns  was  14*7  ;  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  14*5.

This  table  does  not  include  the  deaths  of  non-residents 
occurring  in  the  Workhouse  or  in  the  Walsall  and  District 
Hospital.  Residents  of  the  Borough  dying  in  any  of  these 
Institutions  are  included  and  are  each  put  into  the  ward  in 
which  they  resided. 

Twenty-nine  persons  whose  deaths  are  registered,  but 
of  whom  no  address  excepting  Walsall  could  be  got,  are 
entered  into  the  tables  for  the  whole  district,  but  could  not 
be  classified  into  Wards.  By  glancing  at  the  table  in 
which  the  separate  death  rate  for  each  Ward  is  given,  we 
are  able  to  see  in  what  particular  part  of  the  Borough  the 
highest  and  lowest  death  rate  occurred. 

Bridge  Ward  has  this  year  the  highest,  viz.:  18*08, 
while  Caldmore  with  a  rate  of  io*8o  has  again  the  lowest 
death  rate  in  the  Borough. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

This  mortality  is  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths 
under  one  year  to  1,000  births,  and  amounts  this  year  to  a 
rate  of  136*80  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  147  80  in  1908  and 
151  *20  in  1907. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  382,  giving  us  a 
death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  whole  population  of  3-84 
against  a  rate  of  4*36  last  year  and  4*50  in  1907. 


The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  in  weeks  and 
months  and  shews  that  nearly  one  third  of  the  total 
number  were  of  infants  under  one  month.

I  am  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  record  any  appreciable 
diminution  in  this  mortality  rate,  the  rate  still  keeping 
much  higher  than  it  ought  to  do.  Out  of  every  thousand 
children  born,  nearly  137  died  before  reaching  the  age  of 
one  year. 
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With  a  view  to  the  lowering  of  this  high  mortality,  you 
have  during  the  year  appointed  a  Lady  Health  Visitor, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  help  in  the  education  of  mothers,  and 
to  encourage  a  better  system  of  Hygiene  among  the  pooc 
As  she  did  not  take  up  her  duties  until  the  month  of 
October,  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  expect  the  results  of  her 
work  to  be  apparent,  but  ol  the  ultimate  advantage  of  this 
appointment,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

This  rate  is  estimated  on  the  number  of  deaths  per 
thousand  of  the  population  due  to  the  seven  common 
epidemic  diseases,  viz.,  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diph¬ 
theria,  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Diarrhoea. 


The  death  rate  from  these  diseases  was  i  '59,  a  decrease 
as  compared  with  2.09  of  the  previous  year.  This  decrease 
is  due  to  the  lowered  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Whooping  Cough,

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Four  hundred  and  forty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  during  the  year,  a  decrease  on  the  number  reported 
in  1908,  when  we  had  601  cases. 

Three  of  the  cases  were  of  infants  under  one  year,  125 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  275  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  15,  20  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25,  and  17 
between  the  ages  of  25  and  65.  Twelve  deaths  took  place, 
equal  to  a  death  percentage  of  272  on  the  cases  notified, 
against  a  percentage  last  year  of  2  82  on  cases  notified. 

Six  of  the  deaths  took  place  between  the  ages  of  1  and 
5,  5  between  5  and  15,  and  1  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
25,  the  majority  both  of  cases  and  deaths  taking  place 
between  the  ages  of  1  and  15. 
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As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  Caldmore 
Ward  has  the  highest  number  of  cases  notified  and  also  of 
deaths  recorded,  the  Bridge  Ward  having  the  lowest  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  notified.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  were  notified  14  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  23  less 
than  the  number  of  last  year,  when  we  had  37  cases.  One 
was  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  3  between  5  and  15,  4 
between  15  and  25,  and  6  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65. 

Five  deaths  took  place,  giving  a  fatality  rate  of  3571 
per  100  cases  notified,  an  increase  on  the  death  rate  of 
1908,  which  was  21  ‘6 1  per  too  cases. 

Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
15,  2  between  15  and  25,  and  1  between  the  ages  of  25 
and  65.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

Thirty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup  were  notified  during  the  year,  2  of  which  were 
under  r  year  of  age,  17  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5.  9 
between  5  and  15.  2  between  15  and  25,  and  2  between 
the  ages  of  25  and  65.  This  is  a  considerable  decrease  on 
the  number  of  cases,  70  which  were  notified  during  the 
preceding  year. 


Seven  deaths  took  place,  1  under  1  year  of  age.  5 
between  1  and  5,  and  1  between  the  age  of  5  and  15,  giving 
a  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  of  21  '87.  an  increase  on  the 
percentage  of  last  year,  which  was  14*28.

Caldmore  again  has  the  highest  number  of  cases 
notified,  8,  with  2  deaths,  Bloxwich  Ward  having  the  lowest 
number  of  cases,  1,  with  no  deaths. 


In  18  of  the  cases  Antitoxin  was  administered,  5  of 
these  cases  terminated  fatally.  This  high  death  rate  among 
those  to  whom  Antitoxin  was  administered  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  Antitoxin  was  not  given 
until  too  late.

There  were  notified  74  cases  of  Erysipelas,  an  increase 
as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  when  we  had  58 
cases.  Four  were  under  1  year  of  age,  2  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  5,  g  between  5  and  15,  6  between  15  and  25,  44 
between  25  and  65,  and  g  over  65  years  of  age.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notified,  one 
being  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25,  and  4  between  25 
and  65. 

Four  deaths  took  place,  all  between  the  ages  of  25  and 
65,  one  occurring  in  Bridge  Ward,  2  in  Hatherton  Ward 
and  one  in  Bloxwich  Ward. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
43  deaths  being  recorded  from  this  disease. 

Five  of  these  deaths  were  under  one  year  of  age.  34 
between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and  4  between  the  ages  of  5 

and  15. 
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The  deaths  occurred  from  the  month  of  April  to  the 
month  of  September,  the  highest  number  taking  place  in 
the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  and  were  recorded  from  every 
Ward  in  the  Borough. 


DIARRHOEA. 

There  is  this  year  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  69  deaths  being  recorded 
against  118  in  1908. 

Fifty-seven  of  the  deaths  were  of  infants  under  one 
year,  5  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  2  between  5  and  15, 
3  between  25  and  65,  and  2  over  65  years  of  age. 

Deaths  took  place  in  each  Ward,  the  highest  number, 
15,  occurring  in  Birchills  Ward,  and  the  lowest  number,  3, 
in  Bloxwich  Ward. 

The  mortality  as  usual  is  highest  among  infants  under 
one  year,  and  is  due  to  the  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  mothers  as  to  the  proper  feeding  of  their  children. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  this  year  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  23  being  recorded,  as 
against  52  in  the  preceding  year,  and  41  in  1907.  This 
gives  us  a  death  rate  per  thousand  of  *23  against  a  rate 
last  year  of  *53.  Six  of  the  deaths  were  of  infants  under 
one  year,  16  took  place  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and 
one  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

The  deaths  were  recorded  as  having  taken  place  in 
each  Ward  in  the  Borough,  the  highest  number  being  in 
Birchills  Ward. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  eight  deaths  were  registered  this 
year  from  Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  being  a 
decrease  of  37  on  the  total  recorded  last  year  In  addition 
to  this  number,  26  deaths  occurred  from  other  Tuberculous 
diseases,  making  a  total  of  174  deaths  from  all  Tuberculous 
diseases,  a  decrease  of  45  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  us  a  death  rate  from  Phthisis  of  1*08  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  against  a  rate  of  1 '48  in  1908, 
and  from  the  other  Erms  of  Tubercular  diseases  a  rate  of 
•26  per  thousand  against  34  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  each  Ward, 
the  highest  being  recorded  in  Paddock  and  Birchills 
Wards,  with  22  and  23  deaths  respectively,  the  lowest 
number  in  Bridge  Ward,  with  8  deaths. 

CANCER. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  recorded 
from  Cancer,  81  taking  place  this  year,  as  compared  with 
61  in  1908.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  -8i  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  against  a  rate  last  year  of  *62. 

Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  25,  44  between  25  and  65,  and  35  over  the  age  of  65 
years. 

The  deaths  were  distributed  all  over  the  Borough, 
the  highest  number,  21,  occurring  in  Caldmore  Ward, 
while  the  lowest  number,  5,  took  place  in  Paddock 
Ward. 

ALCOHOLISM. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  this  year  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Alcoholism,  n  being  recorded  against  9  in 
1908.  This  gives  us  a  rate  of  11  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  a  rate  last  year  of  ’9  per 
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thousand.  Ten  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  between 
the  ages  of  25  and  65,  and  one  of  a  person  over  65  years 
of  age.  Deaths  were  recorded  in  each  of  the  Wards, 
with  the  exception  of  Hatherton  and  Bloxwich  Wards. 


CORONER’S  INQUESTS. 

One  hundred  and  five  Inquests  were  held  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  59  of  which  were  of  males,  and  46 
of  females.  Thirty-six  of  these  were  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  8  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  3  between 
5  and  15,  4  between  15  and  25,  37  between  25  and  65, 
and  1 7  over  65  years  of  age. 

Fifty-six  were  found  to  have  died  from  natural 
causes,  1  from  puerperal  fever,  15  from  burns,  1  from 
scalding,  6  from  suffocation,  1  from  exhaustion,  1  from 
misadventure,  1  found  drowned,  5  committed  suicide,  and 
there  were  18  accidental  deaths. 


MIDWIVES’  ACT. 

General  supervision  is  exercised  over  all  the  Midwives 
practising  in  the  Borough  and  arrangements  are  made 
to  secure  a  systematic  inspection  of  all  case  books, 
appliance  bags,  personal  cleanliness,  sanitary  conditions 
of  their  homes,  and  to  see  that  they  fully  understand  the 
use  of  disinfectants. 

Forty-one  Midwives  are  registered  in  the  Borough, 
and  these  have  attended  1641  births  during  the  year. 

Four  Midwives  were  suspended  on  account  of  Puer¬ 
peral  Fever  ;  last  year  three  Midwives  were  suspended 
for  the  same  reason. 
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The  Lady  Health  Visitor  acting  under  my  direction 
visits  the  midwives  at  their  homes,  examines  their  case 
books,  &c.,  gives  instructions  as  to  the  carrying  into  effect 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Hoard,  and 
makes  enquiries  into  any  complaints  of  malpractice. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  received  into  the  Isolation 
Hospital  in  Hospital  Street,  in  November,  1908,  were 
still  there  in  the  beginning  of  this  year.  One  was  dis¬ 
missed  on  the  1st  of  January,  and  the  other  on  the  18th 
of  the  same  month.  The  Hospital  was  then  closed,  and 
remained  so  until  the  22nd  of  May,  when  a  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  received  from  Hatherton  Ward.  This 
case  was  dismissed  on  July  the  3rd,  since  which  date 
the  Hospital  has  been  unoccupied. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  course  of  the  year 
made  a  total  number  of  23,415  visits  and  inspections. 

This  includes  inspections  of  dwelling  houses,  work¬ 
shops,  factories,  homes  of  out  workers,  slaughter-houses, 
bakehouses,  fish  yards,  dairies,  re-inspections  of  work  for 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  visits  paid  to  infected  houses. 
This  number,  however,  does  not  include  visits  made  to 
courts  and  alleys. 

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE  INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  made 
7,336  house-to-house  inspections,  a  most  gratifying  num¬ 
ber,  considering  the  increased  amount  of  work  that  has 
had  to  be  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  other 
branches  of  the  department,  especially  in  the  superintend¬ 
ing  of  structural  alterations  undertaken  for  the  abatement 
of  nuisances.

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  nuis¬ 
ances  abated  this  year,  1,897,  as  compared  with  the  last 
few  years,  more  especially  in  connection  with  the  paving 
of  yards,  re-laying  of  surface  channels  for  drainage,  the 
provision  of  sanitary  sinks,  the  fixing  of  waste  pipes  to 
existing  sinks,  and  repairs  to  houses,  principally  of  roofs 
and  spoutings.

The  perforated  covers  over  the  man  holes  of  the 
sewers  at  the  street  level  have  in  all  cases,  where  a  smell 
was  detected,  been  done  away  with  and  ventilating  shafts 
erected  in  suitable  positions. 

The  old  type  of  brick  or  quarry  sink  in  cottage 
property  is  being  gradually  replaced  with  sinks  made  of 
glazed  earthenware  fitted  with  a  glazed  waste  pipe  dis¬ 
charging  on  to  a  channel  in  the  open-air.

Surveyor’s  Department.  The  ashpits  are  made  small, 
the  floors  being  level  with  the  yard,  and  they  are  emptied 
frequently  and  disinfected  with  carbolic  powder. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Borough  galvanized  iron  bins 
are  used  for  house  refuse,  and  are  emptied  weekly  or 
fortnightly.  From  a  sanitary  point  of  view  it  would  be 
advantageous  if  these  galvanized  iron  bins  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  ashpits  became  more  general,  the  refuse  being 
thus  removed  before  decomposition  can  take  place. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  which  I  men¬ 
tioned  last  year  as  having  been  passed  by  the  Council 
has  now  received  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  arrangements  are  now  being  made  for  the 
laying  of  the  Bacteriological  beds,  which  will  take  the 
place  of  the  old  land  filtration. 

A  most  important  improvement  has  been  effected  in 
connection  with  Sewage  Disposal  at  Bloxwich,  the  sewage 
being  now  treated  at  the  outfall  at  Goscote.  New 
sewerage  has  been  provided  for  draining  Bell  Lane,  Lich¬ 
field  Road,  a  portion  of  Stafford  Road,  Park  Road,  Litrle 
Bloxwich,  and  a  portion  of  Goscote.  This  work  is  now 
approaching  completion. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

Sewers  having  been  provided  since  last  year  in  most 
of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception 
of  Coal  Pool  and  Broad  Lane,  the  buildings  along  the 
line  of  these  sewers  will  now  be  able  to  be  connected 
and  water  closets  substituted  for  the  old  privies. 

There  are  about  three-fourths  water  closets  in  the 
Borough. 

The  privies  are  emptied  regularly,  which  minimises 
as  far  as  possible  any  nuisance  which  might  arise 
therefrom. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  25  common  lodging-houses, 
containing  145  rooms,  which  are  registered  as  sleeping 
apartments,  and  accommodate  531  persons. 
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These  houses  are  supervised  by  the  Police,  who  take 
notice  of  the  suitability  of  the  premises  on  receiving  a 
satisfactory  report  from  me,  and  who  see  that  the  Bye- 
Laws  are  complied  with. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

These  houses  are  governed  by  the  same  regulations 
as  the  common  lodging-houses,  excepting  that  the  room 
must  be  taken  for  one  week.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
visit  them. 


OVERCROWDING. 

Thirty-six  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  this 
year,  against  24  in  the  preceding  year. 

This  number  includes  only  the  worst  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding.  Owing  to  bad  trade  it  was  not  thought  ad¬ 
visable  in  some  cases  to  enforce  the  law.  Several  cases 
have  been  kept  in  abeyance. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  44  slaughter-houses  in  use,  24  of  which 
are  registered  having  been  in  use  previous  to  the  passing 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  20  are  licensed,  13 
of  which  are  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Weekly  inspec¬ 
tions  are  made  to  see  that  the  bye-laws  are  complied 
with,  and  that  the  meat  prepared  is  wholesome.  During 
the  past  four  years  there  has  been  an  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  the  slaughter-houses,  the  occupiers  now 
realizing  that  it  is  to  their  own  benefit  that  they  should 
keep  the  slaughter-houses  and  their  surroundings  in  a 
sanitary  condition. 

In  some  of  the  older  slaughter-houses  which  have 
been  in  existence  for  some  time,  there  is  still  to  be 
noticed  a  want  of  ventilation  and  free  air  space  in  their 
vicinity. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 

During  the  year  304  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspec¬ 
tors  to  the  65  bakehouses  in  the  Borough  ;  1 1  of  these 
bakehouses  are  registered  as  factories. 

Generally  spesking  they  are  all  in  a  fairly  sanitary 
condition,  a  few  of  them  being  in  a  good  condition. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Since  the  Regulations  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cow¬ 
sheds,  and  Milkshops  came  into  force  in  1907,  the 
conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced,  distributed, 
and  sold  have  much  improved.  There  is  a  good  supply 
of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough. 


All  new  premises  before  being  registered  are  inspected 
as  to  their  sanitary  condition  and  suitability  for  carrying 
on  this  trade. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register 
41  cowkeepers,  or  two  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  225  milksellers,  17  more  than  in  1908.  The  Inspec¬ 
tors  during  the  course  of  the  year  made  a  total  of  862 
visits  to  these  premises,  and  saw  that  cleansing  and  lime¬ 
washing  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations. 

Sixty  persons  have  been  registered  as  cow-keepers 
or  milk-sellers,  and  16  persons  discontinued  the  trade  of 
cow-keepers  or  milk-sellers  during  the  year. 


There  are  505  milking  cows  in  the  Borough,  90  more 
than  in  the  previous  year. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  analysis  under  the  above 
Acts,  15  of  which  were  found  to  be  adulterated. 

Legal  proceeding  were  taken  against  3  persons  for 
selling  adulterated  milk  ;  in  one  case  a  fine  was  imposed, 
and  the  other  2  were  made  to  pay  costs. 

Action  under  Section  117  of  Public  Health  Act  1875. 

Forty  stones  of  hake  and  21  stones  of  plaice  were 
condemned  and  destroyed. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

There  on  the  Register  662  workshops,  to  which  the 
Inspectors  have  made  a  total  of  1,105  visits,  excluding 
the  inspections  of  bakehouses.  Four  complaints  were 
received  from  H  M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  and  all  these 
complaints  were  remedied.  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
sent  notices  of  56  newly  occupied  workshops.  Four 
newly  occupied  workshops  and  70  removals  were  reported 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  Work  Shops  and  Work  Places  include  Laundries, 
Confectioners,  Bakehouses,  Dressmakers,  Bootmakers, 
Tailor  and  Milliner’s  Rooms,  etc. 

The  Inspectors  visit  the  workshops  situated  in  the 
special  district  to  which  he  may  be  attached.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  recognised 
as  School  Medical  Officer  and  is  responsible  generally. 

The  School  Medical  Inspector  personally  examines 
all  School  cases,  keeps  records,  furnishes  reports,  and 
devotes  her  whole  time  to  the  work. 

Three  School  Nurses  are  responsible  each  for  one- 
third  of  the  school  area.  The  children  at  the  schools 
are  regularly  seen  by  the  Nurses  and  examined  for  obvious 
defects,  and  with  regard  to  cleanliness  after  visits  of  the 
Inspector.  After  school  hours  each  day  the  Nurses  do 
office  work  in  connection  with  the  medical  inspection 
as  also  on  Saturday  mornings.  They  also  treat  minor 
ailments,  and  do  home  visiting  as  can  be  arranged  to 
ensure  the  best  possible  result  from  the  medical  inspec¬ 
tion.  In  a  few  cases  they  have  cleaned  verminous  children 
under  the  Children  Act,  1908. 

A  Committee  of  voluntary  workers  is  following  up 
at  the  houses  cases  of  defects  found  in  the  course  of  the 
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medical  inspection  with  a  view  to  persuading  the  parents 
to  do  what  may  be  possible. 


The  School  Teachers  assist  in  partly  filling  up  the 
cards,  by  weighing  and  measuring  the  children,  and  by 
notifying  the  parents  the  day  and  time  of  the  examina¬ 
tion,  etc. 


The  School  Attendance  Officers  deliver  notices  of 
defects  found  at  the  examination  and  help  in  many  other 
ways. 


Each  parent  receives  a  card  giving  the  day  and  time 
of  the  examination  of  the  child,  and  an  invitation  to  be 
present.  In  all  cases  where  a  defect  is  discerned,  a 
notice  is  sent  to  the  parent  stating  the  defect  found  and 
advising  medical  attention  when  necessary. 


There  is  very  little  disturbance  of  the  school  arrange¬ 
ments.  Where  possible  the  examination  is  held  in  the 
Head  Teacher’s  private  room,  in  other  cases  a  small 
classroom  is  cleared. 

283  Visits  have  been  paid  to  Schools  and  Depart¬ 
ments.  This  does  not  include  two  visits  to  the  same 
School  in  one  day,

The  number  of  ordinary  examinations  was  5,956,  and 
in  2,748  cases  the  parents  were  present.  484  children  had 
to  be  kept  under  observation  for  various  periods.  As 
compared  with  the  report  last  January,  3,121  examina¬ 
tions  were  held,  and  1,344  parents  attended. 

In  1,940  cases,  notices  of  dirt  or  defects  requiring 
attention  were  sent  out. 

REMARKS. 

(a)  The  standard  exacted  of  cleanliness  in  the  heads 
is  a  high  one.  Any  head  with  a  few  nits  being  classed 
as  “dirty.’' 

(b)  Defective  Sight. — As  the  5-year  old  children  can¬ 
not  read,  only  obvious  defects  are  noted  The  percentage 
of  defective  sight  therefore  is  low. 

(c)  The  “phthisis”  returns  are  not  representative,  as 
obviously  many  phthisical  children  would  not  be  attend¬ 
ing  school.  This  also  applies  to  tuberculosis. 

When  a  parent  is  present  at  the  examination,  the 
history  of  consumption  on  either  side  of  the  family,  or 
both,  is  noted.  Out  of  2.607  family  histories  thus  ob¬ 
tained,  588  (22  per  cent.)  gave  a  history  of  consumption. 
The  bearing  of  trades  on  this  is  noted  later. 
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Thirteen  objections  have  been  received  to  the  medical 
examination,  as  against  8  mentioned  in  the  last  Report. 

360  children  were  missed  through  absence  at  the 
time  of  the  examination,  but  of  these  264  were  examined 
at  subsequent  visits,  leaving  96  not  seen.

“  Good  ”  means  sufficient  to  protect  the  child  ;  “  fair,” 
of  doubtful  value  according  to  season  ;  “poor,”  certainly 
insufficient. 


(e)  The  children  are  on  the  whole  fairly  well  clothed 
and  fed.  There  is  an  evident  advance  in  their  cleanli¬ 
ness  during  the  last  year.  The  percentage  of  dirty  heads 
in  1908,  taking  all  ages  and  sexes,  was  27*6%,  and  for 
1909  is  13*5%  ;  of  these  the  marked  majority  are  girls. 

The  Education  Committee  ordered  the  cleaning  of 
two  children  who  obstinately  remained  verminous  after 
repeated  warnings  and  exclusions.  This  was  done  under 
Section  122  of  the  Children  Act,  after  the  24  hours’  notice 
to  the  parents  had  not  been  complied  with,  In  two 
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other  cases  where  similar  steps  were  threatened  the  parents 
sent  the  children  clean. 

A  record  of  the  relation  between  the  trade  of  the

(f)  Minor  defects  are  treated  at  the  schools  by  the 
School  Nurses.  In  more  severe  defects  the  School  Nurses 
call  at  the  home  of  the  child  and  impress  upon  the 
parent  the  necessity  of  obtaining  medical  advice.  The 
Voluntary  Committee,  above  referred  to,  is  making  ex¬ 
periments  in  following  up  these  cases  and  recording  results. 
All  cases  of  ringworm,  vermin,  phthisis,  chorea,  etc.,  which 
have  been  excluded  from  school  as  unfit  to  attend  are

seen  weekly  by  the  Inspector.  484  such  cases  have  been 
seen,  of  which  256  were  excluded  tor  varying  periods.  A 
number  of  these  were  due  to  an  outbreak  of  ringworm 
at  the  schools. 

(g)  A  return  of  the  cases  of  notifiable  disease  con¬ 
nected  with  school  children  is  sent  to  the  Inspector  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer.  All  children  suffering  from 
infectious  disease  are  excluded  from  school,  and  disin¬ 
fectants  for  use  in  the  home  are  supplied  during  the 
course  of  the  disease  by  the  Health  Office. 

In  any  case  where  an  epidemic  appears  to  be  affect¬ 
ing  a  special  school  or  department,  the  Nurse  of  the 
district  visits  the  school  and  examines  all  the  children, 
and  instructs  the  teachers  in  the  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

C h )  Blind  and  deaf  children  are  sent  to  special  schools 
for  such  cases  at  Edgbaston,  Birmingham.  The  question 
of  treatment  of  mentally  and  physically  defective  children 
is  in  abeyance  pending  further  legislation. 

( i)  i.  Temperance  has  been  taught  by  means  of  readers 
and  fortnightly  lessons  on  morals  aud  manners  ; 
hygiene  is  taught  by  observation  lessons  given 
during  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  define  the 
results  of  these  more  than  other  lessons. 

ii.  Free  exercises  in  accordance  with  the  Board 
of  Education  Syllabus,  supplemented  by  the 
use  of  clubs,  wands,  and  dumb-bells,  have 
caused  a  marked  improvement  in  the  carriage 
of  the  children.  Swimming  was  taught  to 
upwards  of  1,800  children  drawn  from  30 
departments.  Three  Certificates  were  again 
this  year  awarded  by  the  Royal  Humane 
Society  for  life  saving.  A  successful  Athletic 
Sports  Meeting  was  held,  which  gained  up¬ 
wards  of  1,200  entries. 
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iii.  No  open-air  schools,  camps,  &c.,  under  Article 
44  (g)  of  the  Code  of  1908  have  been  arranged. 

(j)  No  miscellaneous  work,  with  the  exception  of  the 
examination  of  underfed  children  and  a  tew  blind,  deaf,  and 
dumb.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  Report  for  the  year  1909, 
giving  particulars  of  the  work  performed  under  your 
direction  by  the  Inspectorial  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  this  being  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  which  I 
have  had  the  honour  of  submitting  as  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


STAFF. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  Staff  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Miss  Joseph  as  Health  Visitor,  and  she  com¬ 
menced  duties  on  October  4th,  1909. 

NUISANCE  ABATEMENT. 

The  work  in  each  District  is  treated  separately  in 
the  various  tables.  1897  nuisances  have  been  abated  and 
94  remained  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of 
these  unabated  nuisances  the  majority  were  in  the 
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Bloxwich  District,  in  connection  with  alterations  re¬ 
quired  following  the  provision  of  new  sewers. 

Fifteen  summonses  have  been  applied  for  and 
issued,  II  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Acts,  and  4  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  Orders  were 
made  in  13  cases,  one  summons  after  adjournment  was 
withdrawn,  the  work  being  satisfactorily  completed,  and 
the  remaining  summons  was  withdrawn,  the  owner 
undertaking  to  make  the  house  to  which  it  referred 
habitable. 

Nuisances  arising  from  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Notice  to 

Occupiers. 

occupiers  of  premises  have  necessitated  the  issuing  of 
528  notices.  This  number  does  not  include  verbal 
instructions  and  advice  given  by  the  Inspectors,  and 
which  have  to  be  followed  up  for  the  purpose  of  ascer¬ 
taining  if  these  instructions  have  been  carried  into 
effect. 

Four  cases  have  been  specially  dealt  with,  in  two  Smoke 

Nuisances. 

of  which  Statutory  notices  were  issued.  A  material 
improvement  was  effected,  and  so  long  as  the  appliances 
are  kept  in  working  order  and  suitable  fuel  provided 
the  nuisance  should  not  recur  except  through  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  stokers. 


DRAINAGE  WORK. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  testing  during  the  Drain  Testing, 
past  year  by  the  Inspectors,  in  consequence  of  complaints 
of  foul  drains ;  the  cause  of  the  nuisance  could  not  be 
ascertained  until  a  test  was  applied. 

Fifty-four  drains,  alleged  defective,  were  tested,  and 
other  tests  were  made  as  follows,  viz.,  10  on  properties

where  there  was  Typhoid  Fever,  7  in  cases  of  other 
sickness,  and  2  for  ascertaining  if  drains  were  com¬ 
municating  with  the  sewer;  I  drain  was  opened  and 
examined  under  the  provisions  of  Section  41  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  and  in  7  cases  drains  were  tested  and 
examined  on  the  application  by  the  owners  for  a 
Sanitary  Certificate.  With  but  few  exceptions  the  test 
revealed  defects  which  were  afterwards  satisfactorily 
remedied  and  the  work  retested. 

Alterations  for  abatement  of  nuisances  in  connection 
with  drains  and  sanitary  conveniences,  suggested  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  are  also  carefully  examined  at 
the  time  the  work  is  proceeding,  and  while  this  requires 
a  considerable  amount  of  time,  it  is  time  well  spent,  as 
to  this  supervision  must  be  attributed  the  cessation  of 
recurring  nuisances. 

Table  II.  gives  particulars  of  drainage  work,  most 
of  which  has  been  very  well  done.  In  some  cases  the 
work  is  not  quite  to  the  Inspector’s  satisfaction,  but  any 
neglect  or  fault  is  pointed  out  to  those  responsible,  and 
to  the  property  owner,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  best 
alteration  which  can  be  made. 

New  sewers  having  been  laid  at  Bloxwich,  notices  to 
the  owners  of  houses  along  the  line  of  sewer,  requiring 
them  to  provide  sufficient  drains  for  effectual  drainage 
emptying  into  the  sewers,  were  issued  in  November,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  only  a  few  of  the  cases  had  been 
dealt  with.  The  work  however  will  be  pushed  forward 
until  completed. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  connection 
with  insanitary  dwelling  houses.  Proceedings  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts  being  instituted 
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for  houses  situate  at  the  Paddock  and  Bridge  Wards, 
full  particulars  are  given  in  Table  IV.  In  addition  to 
this,  428  houses  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  390  of  which  were  improved  structurally, 
while  38  were  cleansed  and  limewashed  by  occupiers. 


SANITATION  IN  THE  BIRCHILLS  WARD. 

Although  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  Ward, 
the  special  attention  and  procedure  which  was  instituted 
in  the  summer  of  1908,  and  which,  as  far  as  is  practicable, 
has  been  continued  during  1909,  appears  to  have  had 
some  effect  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  that 
Ward.  A  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  will  shew  that  the  death  rate  in  this  Ward  is 
15*07,  the  lowest  rate  recorded  for  four  years  ;  the  number 
of  deaths  under  one  year  is  77,  this  again  is  the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  past  four  years;  deaths  due  to  Diarrhoea 
number  1 5,  less  than  half  of  what  the  figures  were  for 
1906  and  1908;  and  as  regards  Typhoid  Fever,  there  was 
not  a  case  notified  in  the  Ward  throughout  the  whole 
year. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  regulation  with  reference  to  ventilation  and  air 
space  in  cowsheds,  which  was  made  on  the  Ilth  of 
March,  1907,  came  into  force  on  May  1st,  1909.  Previous 
to  that  date,  accompanied  by  the  Inspector  in  whose 
district  the  sheds  were  situated,  I  personally  examined 
each  shed,  taking  measurements  and  in  addition  noting 
fully  the  condition  of  the  shed  as  regards  drainage, 
paving,  lighting  and  water  supply,  reporting  the  results 
of  this  inspection  to  you  on  May  19th,  afterwards  carrying 
out  the  instructions  then  given  and  communicating  in 
writing  to  each  cow-keeper  in  the  Borough  particulars  as 
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to  the  number  of  cows  which  would  be  allowed,  and  any 
defects  which  caused  the  sheds  to  contravene  the  Regu¬ 
lations.  The  outcome  of  this  was,  extensive  alterations 
were  made  for  causing  buildings  in  use  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  to  be  brought  up  to  the 
standard  as  required  by  the  Regulations  :  the  following 
improvements  were  effected,  viz. :  the  use  of  two  in¬ 
sanitary  sheds  was  discontinued, one  shed  was  demolished, 
eight  new  sheds  erected,  two  sheds  were  repaired,  17 
sheds  were  provided  with  additional  windows,  in  13  the 
means  of  ventilation  was  improved,  in  29  the  drainage 
system  was  amended,  in  1 1  sheds  the  drain  inlets  were 
removed  from  the  inside  to  the  outside,  and  two  sheds 
had  South  Staffordshire  water  laid  on. 

Inspections  of  milk  shops  have  been  frequently 
made,  and  generally  speaking  the  conditions  under 
which  milk  is  sold  are  satisfactory.  Where  there  is  a 
tendency  to  put  articles  in  the  shop  for  sale  which  may 
have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  milk  the  occupier  is 
advised  by  the  Inspector  that  unless  the  offending 
article  is  withdrawn,  or  a  more  suitable  place  for  milk 
storage  provided,  the  sale  of  milk  will  be  prohibited ; 
this  has,  in  several  instances,  caused  the  person  regis¬ 
tered  to  give  up  the  milk  trade. 

OTHER  REGISTERED  PREMISES. 

Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses,  Factories,  Workshops 
and  homes  of  outworkers  are  dealt  with  in  the  Report. 
They  have  been  visited,  and  conditions  needing 
remedying  have  had  attention. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  much  less  work  has 
had  to  be  done  this  year  in  connection  with  houses  in- 
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fected  with  notifiable  disease,  and  also  there  is  a  re¬ 
duction  in  the  number  of  houses  disinfected  after 
Phthisis.  Those  cases  notified  under  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908,  are  supplied  with  disin¬ 
fectants,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  sputum  flasks.  Where  a 
removal  takes  place  the  house  vacated  is  fumigated. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  a  Quarterly  Return  is  made  shewing 
the  number  of  samples,  and  action  taken  relative  to 
adulterated  samples.  A  copy  of  this  Return  is  also  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  Annual  Report  is  to  be  found  commencing  on 
page  77. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

Under  these  Acts  104  boats  were  examined,  of  which 
93  complied  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations,  see  Report 
page  83. 


LODGING-HOUSES. 

Three  houses  let  in  lodgings  have  been  registered. 
There  are  now  on  the  Register  15  houses  let  in  lodgings. 
Each  house  has  been  visited  from  time  to  time  to  see 
that  the  Bye-laws  are  complied  with. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  at  Sneyd  Lane, 
Bloxwich,  and  Hospital  Street,  have  been  visited  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Chairman,  and  his  instructions  have 
been  carried  into  effect.  The  Hospital  at  Sneyd  Lane 
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has  been  closed  since  February  2lst,  1905.  The  care¬ 
taker  keeps  the  bedding  and  clothing  well  aired,  and  a 
ward  can  be  made  ready  for  use  at  any  time  on  giving 
one  hour's  notice. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  work  was  provided  at 
the  Sneyd  Lane  Hospital  for  a  number  of  unemployed, 
in  levelling  the  ground  and  road  widening,  a  great  im¬ 
provement  being  made.

MILK. 

The  procedure  of  calling  a  milk  vendor’s  attention  to 
an  adverse  report  by  the  Analyst  on  a  sample  purchased 
has  again  been  followed,  and  an  explanation  asked  for ;  in 
four  cases  the  explanation  was  accepted,  and  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  not  instituted. 

Twelve  per  cent,  of  the  milk  samples  were  found  to  be 
adulterated,  as  compared  with  20  per  cent,  in  1908,  and  12 
per  cent,  in  1907. 

No  preservative  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  in  any 
milk  sample. 

The  requirement  of  Section  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1899,  as  to  the  inscribing  of  the  person’s  name  on  vehicle 
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or  receptacles  used  for  the  sale  of  milk,  is  well  complied 
with  by  all  milk  traders  in  this  Borough. 


CREAM. 

A  Circular  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
dated  October  1st,  1909,  suggested  that  samples  of  cream 
should  be  obtained.  This  was  acted  on.  Three  samples 
were  submitted.  A  printed  label,  stating  that  the  cream  con¬ 
tained  a  small  percentage  of  Boron  preservative  was  present 
on  two  of  the  jars  purchased.  The  Analyst  reported 
that  these  contained '30  per  cent.,  and '37  per  cent,  of  boric 
acid,  and  the  third  sample  was  free  from  preservative. 

BUTTER. 

Samples  No.  1/  and  40,  reported  as  adulterated,  were 
from  a  shop  in  a  district  in  which  there  are  a  number  of 
common  lodging-houses.  A  quarter-pound  of  butter  was 
called  for,  and  the  vendor  supplied  margarine  on  the  first 
occasion,  and  milk-blended  butter  on  the  second.  On  a 
third  visit  the  article  was  supplied  in  a  wrapper  intended 
for  the  use  of  milk-blended  butter  (this  was  not  submitted 
for  analysis).  On  several  subsequent  visits  the  shopkeeper 
said  he  had  no  butter. 

Most  of  the  butter  sales  at  this  shop  are  of  penny  or 
two-pennyworths.  If  a  larger  quantity  than  a  fib.  is  asked 
for  suspicion  is  aroused.  The  parcels  exposed  for  sale  are 
usually  labelled  Margarine.  Further  samples  will  be 
procured. 

PURCHASE  OF  SAMPLES. 

59  purchases  by  six  different  persons  were  made  for 
obtaining  samples,  the  other  articles  were  bought  by  the 
Inspector. 


A  number  of  articles,  such  as  Mustard,  Coffee,  Margarine, 
&c.,  have  been  purchased  in  packets  and  tins  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  ascertaining  if  any  notice  or  statement  as  to  mixtures 
was  definitely  given. 

INFORMAL  SAMPLES. 

The  submitting  of  informal  samples  serves  a  good  pur¬ 
pose,  as  the  quantity  necessary  being  only  one-third  of  that 
ordinarily  needed  for  an  official  sample,  enables  one  to 
obtain  the  article  without  arousing  suspicion. 

There  has  not  been  any  prosecution  this  year  following- 
information  obtained  by  the  report  of  tne  Analyst  on  in¬ 
formal  samples,  but  in  two  instances  ((i)  a  provision  shop, 
(2)  a  licensed  house)  adulteration  detected  in  informal  samples 
caused  special  attention  to  be  given  to  the  business  done  at 
those  premises. 


PROCEEDINGS. 

Legal  proceedings  under  the  Margarine  Act,  1887,  or 
the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  have  not  been  needed, 
but  several  times  throughout  the  year  vendors  of  Margarine 
have  been  advised  and  cautioned  as  to  negligence  in  satis¬ 
factorily  labelling  that  article  when  exposed  for  sale  by 
retail. 


Neither  have  proceedings  been  necessary  for  obstruction 
of  Officer  or  refusal  to  sell. 

DECLARATIONS,  MIXTURES,  &C. 

In  every  case  where  any  statement  or  declaration  was 
made  by  the  seller  in  respect  to  a  sample,  or  where  any 
label  or  descriptive  matter  appeared  on  the  package,  tin,  jar, 
or  wrapper,  containing  the  article,  full  particulars  were  given 
to  the  Analyst  at  time  of  delivery  of  sample. 
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One  application  from  a  Wholesale  Dealer  in  Margarine 
for  registration  of  his  premises  has  been  granted.

The  condition  of  the  boats  examined  may  be  classified  as 
follows :  i  excellent,  73  good,  29  fair,  and  1  bad. 

There  is  no  apparent  reduction  of  the  standard  observed 
during  the  past  few  years  in  the  general  structural  condition 
of  registered  canal  boats  passing  through  this  district. 

Boats  tying  up  at  wharves  at  the  end  of  a  journey  are  not 
usually  examined  until  several  hours  have  elapsed,  by  which 
time  the  dirt  which  has  accumulated  on  cabin  floors  and  tops 
is  removed,  and  a  thorough  cleansing  carried  out.  With  but 
few  exceptions  the  cleanly  condition  of  the  cabins  is  very 
noticeable. 

The  total  registered  accommodation  on  the  104  boats 
was  for  361^  adult  persons,  and  the  total  number  occupying 
equalled  278^  adults. 
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Thirty-two  boats  had  fore  cabins,  16  of  which  weie  used 
as  sleeping  places. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  women  and  children  to  the 
extent  of  17  per  cent,  more  women  and  17  per  cent,  more  chil¬ 
dren  as  compared  with  1908,  and  an  increase  of  5  per  cent, 
women  and  8  per  cent,  children,  as  compared  with  1907,  has 
been  noted. 

The  general  health  of  the  occupants  appeared  to  be  good.
